ALL HIS DEALINGS WITH THE LEADERS FROM SMALLER COUNTRIES, AND 
SHOWED UTMOST SYMPATHY AND ACCOMMODATION IN HIS RELATIONS WITH 
SMALLER NATIONS ON VARIOUS ISSUES INCLUDING COMPLEX ONES. I 
PERSONALLY DISCOVERED THIS QUALITY DURING OUR TALKS EOR THE 
BURMA-CHINA BORDER DEMARCATION. I RECALL PREMIER CHOU EN-LAI 
MERCILESSLY IMPOSING ON HIMSELF AND SELFLESSLY SHOULDERING RE- 
SPONSIBILITIES FOR THE COMMUNIST PARTY OF CHINA, FOR THE PEOPLE'S 
REPUBLIC OE CHINA AND THE CHINESE PEOPLE, FOR UNFREE COUNTRIES, 

FOR THE WEAK NATIONS, EOR THE WORLD'S POOR AND THE DOWNTRODDEN. 
THE PASSING AWAY OF PREMIER CHOU EN-LAI IS A LOSS NOT ONLY TO 
CHINA BUT ALSO TO THE WHOLE WORLD. TO MAKE THE BEST OF THIS 
TRAGEDY, WHAT A BETTER WORLD IT WOULD BE IE ONLY THERE WERE IN 
THE BIG COUNTRIES, ESPECIALLY IN THE SUPER POWERS, MORE LEADERS

BEYOND THE CUSTOMARY CONDOLENCE MESSAGE (REETEL) ON THE DEATH OE 
EOREIGN LEADERS - AND SPEAKS FOR NE WIN'S PERSONAL ADMIRATION FOR 
THE LATE PREMIER AS WELL AS THE IMPORTANCE OF THE PRC TO BURMA.

CONDOLENCE MESSAGE TEXT FROM PRESIDENT NE WIN'S RESIDENCE IN BOTH 
ENGLISH AND BURMESE ALONG WITH INSTRUCTIONS TO PRINT TEXTS EXACTLY 
AS WRITTEN WITH NO ALTERATIONS OR CORRECTIONS.
